ENGINEER KILLED, FIREMAN 
HURT, IN TRAIN WRECK 


Lethbridge, May 20—One man _ is 
dead and another lies in a hospital 
Near death as a result of a train 
wreck three miles from Lethbridge 
early Friday morning. The en- 
gineer of the oil train, J. “Scotty” 
Donaldson, was instantly killed and 
Fireman F. Connelly received burns 
which he is not expected to 
recover. 


The wrecked train was the Cana- 
dian Pacific oil train, running from 
Coutts to Lethbridge. When it 
reached a level crossing, three miles 
from this city, the car behind the 
engine jumped the tracks, dragging 
the engine and two other cars off 
the rails. , 

Fireman Connelly jumped but En- 
gineer Donaldson was pinned  be- 
neath the overturned engine. Oil 
seeping from the wrecked tank cars 
caught fire and the flames burned 
Fireman Connelly over the whole 
body. The engineer's body, wedged 
under the engine, was soon wreathed 
in flames. also

STELMACKER GOES TO JAIL 
GUILTY OF ASSAULTING SELIN 


Camrose, May 19.—Reinhold Stel- 
macker of Hay Lake discovered to 
his cost when he appeared before 
Magistrate L. R. Jackson, that al- 
though the law of self-defence is rec- 
ognized under justifiable circum- 
stances, it does not permit one man 
to pound. another into insensibility. 

Stelmacker, along with Geo. Ol- 
son of Hay Lake, was charged by 
Herman Selin, also of Hay Lake, 
with having assaulted the complain- 
ant on the morning of April 30th, 
causing him grievous bodily harm. 
Selin was a patient in St. Mary’s hos 
pital for a few days as a result of 
his beating. 

The evidence went to show that 
on the morning of April 30, the 
dance in the Hay Lake hall had 
concluded and the crowd, with the 
exception of Stelmacker, Olson and 
three friends, had gone. Witnesses 
declrred that Selfn entered the hall 
and began to scuffle with Stel- 
macker, tearing his vest. In the 
fight that followed, Stelmacker bat- 
tered Selin into an unconscious 
state, and then he and his friends 
left the hall and Selin was left lying 
on this side,on the floor. 

Stelmacker was found guilty of 
the charge and sentenced to serve 
two calendar months in jail, or pay 
a fine of $50.00. He was taken to 
Edmonton on Tuesday by R.C.M.P. 
Cons. F. Crossley.

Obituary 


JOHN JAMES RIX 

Another of, our oldest pioneers went 
to his rest on- Wednesday of last 
week, in the person of John James 
Rix, after a short illness. He had 
been a patient in the Wetaskiwin 
hospital for a short time, where he 
received the best of nursing and med- 
ical attention. 

The late Mr. Rix eame from a fam- 
ily of pioneers. His father, Thomas 
Rix, arrived-in Canada from England 
just about 100 years ago, after a two- 
months’ voyage in one of the sailing 
ships of those days. He had with him 
his wife and’ one baby son. They 
were shipwrecked, but were landed 
on a rocky island, from which they 
were picked up and landed at Que- 
bec. They settled near Orillia, Ont., 
and hewed a farm out of the bush. 
Mr. J. J. Rix, the subject of this 
sketch, was the youngest of the fam- 
ily. He was, born on July 23rd, 1845, 
and in 1872 married Maria Theresa 
Beard, the daughter of another Eng- 
lish pioneer. They farmed for twenty 
years on the shore of Bass Lake, a 
beautiful lake close to Orillia. His 
family were all born there. But he 
thought ofthe wide open prairies as 
a place for his six boys and decided 
to go pioneering. 

He made a trip to this district in 
1892, and selected south-east of Wetas- 
kiwin as- his. future home. Next 
spring he brought his family and ef- 
fects and settled on the farm now oc: 
cupied by» his -son Herbert.

he has since resided. His wife pre- 
deceased him in 1922 and one son 
Percy in 1927. : 

eH was converted in the Church of 
England in 1880, and afterwards iden- 
tified himself with the Brethren. He 
has always been a consistent Chris- 
tian. 

He leaves to mourn his departure 
five sons and two daughters, nately, 
Mrs. Alf. A. Ellis, Herbert T., Arthur 
, Clayton, Austin, Mrs. Frank Ball- 
horn, all of the Wetaskiwin district, 
and Edward of Edmonton, as well as 
sixteen grandchildren and five great 
grandchildren. Rev. George Rix, 
Bishop of Caledonia, is a nephew. 

The funeral was held on Sunday 
afternoon, service being ; held at 
the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Alf. A. 
Ellis and at the First United Church, 
conducted by Rev. A. R. Schrag, as- 
sisted by Mr. A. R. Stephenson of 
Edmonton. The funeral was’ very 
largely attended both by residents of 
the city and rural community, es- 
pecially from the Angus Ridge dis- 
trict.

HOUSE GROUP‘URGES 
GRADING GARNET WHEAT 


Ottawa, May 20.—Recommendation 
of the grain standard board in 1931 
for a separate grading of Garnet 
wheat, are endorsed by the agricultur- 
al committee of the house of com- 
mons in a report submitted to the 
house to take effect for the crop of 
1933-34. The board is given a_ free 
hand, however, to make changes in 
the proposed standards if it finds 
conditions warrant it. The report 
Treads: 

“Your committee in view of the 
evidence presented before them, a 
printed copy of which is herewith 
presented to the house, present the 
following recommendations: 


“Your committee recommend that 
the Canada Grain Act be amended 
to make operative for the crop year 
1933-34 the recommendation of the 
Western Grain Standards Board, in 
so far as it relates to the grading of 
Garnet wheat as contained in the 
annual report of the board of grain 
commissioners for Canada for the 
year 1931. Provided that the said 
amendment shall have force and 
effect for the crop year 1933-34, un- 
less the said board shall, after giv- 
ing due _ consideration to the evi- 
dence given ‘before your committee 
and conditions then existing, estab- 
lish standards for the grading of 
Garnet wheat for the said crop year, 
different from the standards recom- 
mended by the said report of 1931.”

Spread Things Out 

Twenty-five years ago, usually the 
<“Twentyfourth” was set aside as the 
day for getting in the garden. The 
children were home from school then 
and might as well ‘be out of mischief 
cutting up potatoes or planting peas. 
In many parts of the country, this 
was a bood average time as it was 
warm enough to risk beans, corn and 
melons and yet not so late but what 
the early things like peas, carrots and 
lettuce would still have a chance. 
Everything went in one afternoon in 
many cases, and all was ready for the 
table at about the same time. It was 
a sort of feast or a famine of fresh 
vegetables. But that is all changed 
today. Doctors have finally convince- 
ed the public of the vital necessity 
of green things in the diet at all 
times, and experienced gardeners 
have demonstrated that it is quite 
possible to produce these green things 
for at least six months of the year. 
‘The whole secret is to make succes- 


sional plantings of the same vege- 
tables, starting just as soon as_ the 


ground is fit to work, with the peas, 
spinach, radish, cress and _ lettuce, 
continuing with these about three 
times at intervals of ten days and 
gradually adding carrots, beets, 
‘beans, head lettuce, cabbage, Cos let- 
tuce, Chinese cabbage, tomatoes, egg 
plants, lima beans, all types of corn 
with something going in right up to 
July. Consider corn for example. 
There are some very early types, like 
Sunshine, Early Market and Bantam, 
which allow production even in the 
north. Along with these there are 
late maturing sorts which prolong 
the season at the other end, so that 
with different varieties and planting 
at three different times instead of 
once it is quite possible to spread the 
harvesting period over months. Even 
frost need not interfere if celery, 
green tomatoes on the vines, Brus- 
sell’s sprouts, rhubarb roots, carrots 
and beets in sand, and other things 
are properly stored in the fall. 
Beans 

The bean is another vegetable 
which should be spread more over 
One can put in the first 
few rows after all danger of frost is 
over and continue planting at weekly 
intervals until the first of July. There 
are several types. There are’ the 
dwarf and the pole sorts, and among 
the ordinary varieties the yellow and 
the green. In recent years, people are 
turning more to the green bean which 
they consider of higher quality than 
the other. One can also plant Limas 
which should not go in until the

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weather really warms up, and there 
is also the broad ‘bean which goes in 
fairly early. This broad bean makes 
a delicious vegetable, the pods being 
shelled like peas. The oniy thing to 
guard against with it are the aphids 
which attack the plant at flowering 
time. Spraying with nicotine sulph- 
ate (or Black Leaf 40) a few times 
will ward off this pest. 
Window Boxes 
It is time now to think of the win- 
dow boxes and hanging pots which 
will adorn the verandahs and house 
fronts this summer. There are two 
or three essentials here. The ‘biox or 
pot must be strong, and firmly at 
tached ‘because it is going to be 
heavy. Then too, there must be very 
rich soil, with plenty of fertilizer, as 
this sort of gardening is very intens- 
ive. Of equal importance is moist- 
ure, and this must be provided daily 
and sometimes twice a day, as the 
evaporation, for all sides of the box 
or pot are exposed to the air, is ex- 
ceedingly rapid. The window-box 
should be as long as the window and 
should be supported and arranged so 
that the top of it is almost flush with 
the window-sill. Otherwise, the fo- 
liage of the plants will soon fill up 
most of the window. There must be 
holes in the bottom of box and pot to 
provide drainage, and also a layer of 
gravel, cinders, broken crockery or 
similar material for the same pur- 
pose. If one can secure a supply of 
well-retted manure, put this in next, 
and finish with a top layer of rich 
soil. If there is no manure, use a 
fairly heavy application of a good 
garden fertilizer and repeat every 
month. The box, which should be at 
least seven .inches:. deep and from 
eight to ten inches wide at the top, 
should be filled to within half an inch 
of the top. Along the front put in 
trailing nasturtiums, German ivy, lo- 
beila, alyssum, and similar plants 
with petjunas, lageratums, begionias, 
ferns, geraniums and other plants es- 
Pecially recommended for this  pur- 
pose farther back. Shelter from the 
sun for a day or two until the plants 
get established. 
Replanting 
One is well advised to save a little 
seed of each variety from all plant- 
ings in order to fill in 
“misses” caused by drought, wash- 
ings, or other things beyond control. 
In the perennial flower bed, there 
will also be gaps where winter-killing 
has occurred. These may be filled in 
with quick growing annuals.

WETASKIWIN, ALBERTA, THURSDAY, 


ALBERTA RANCHER-EARL WAS 
SNUBBED BY COUNTRY GENTRY 


London, May 19.—As a little group 
of people headed by one broken-heart- 
ed lad, his son, followed the body of 
Frederick Perceval, tenth Earl of 
Bgmont, to the grave at Acocks 
Green, near Birmingham, where he 
was born, “finis’ was written to one 


of the strangest romances of the 
British peerage, and one of the 
most pathetic. 

Ostracized by aristocratic ‘‘coun- 
ty” families of Hampshire _ society, 
ever since his return to England 
three years ago, Lord Egmont and 
his son lived the lives of hermits 


at Avon Castle. No neighbors from 
nearby great estates called on them: 
None made an effort to make easier 
the path which “Fred Perceval” 
had chosen for himself in his desire 
to fulfil what he considered the 
obligations of his inheritance. He 
came back from his Alberta ranch, 
he said, because of this and because 
of the duty he felt he owed his son 
who must now assume his father’s 
burden. 

Only among 


the simple villagers 


of Ringwood, near his castle, did 
the late earl make any friends. 
There sometimes he would talk 


wistfully to cronies in the local inn 
or store of his life on the Alberta 
farm. They liked him, although 
embarrassing him by the English 
villagers’ ineradicable respect for 
a “title.” He was always “Sir’ even 
to them and never “Fred” of the 
Alberta days. 

Many stories are told of his life at 
Ringwood. Once in a local inn he 
said “People over here ain't natural. 
When I succeeded to the title I found 
I was expected to wash and shave 
four times daily, ride a poor down- 
hearted-looking horse in the New 
Forest with a lot of funny looking 
guys I didn’t like and who didn’t like 
me, dress like a dummy, attending 
idiotic meeting about nothing and act 
generally as though I was daft. 
Three pints please, landlord.” 


Once he was asked why he lived 
in the kitchen and employed no 
servants or housekeeper. “Just be- 
cause a housekeeper or butler would 
boss me about,” he said, “and I’m 
not going to be bossed. I’m going to 
get up when I like, eat when I’m 
hungry, and do things that amuse 
me.” 

But Hampshire society , could not 
surmount its dislike of this plain 
man’s rough and ready manners, 
He “did not fit,” and so, though 
in his veins ran the blood of an 
English prime minister, he was 
outlawed. Probably none will ever 
know how deeply he was hurt by 
the treatment accorded him. 

Serious charges against the gen- 
try of Hampshire that they victim- 
ized the late earl by social snob- 
bery are made by the Daily Ex- 
press today. The paper declares 
that the death of the “Joneliest peer 
in England” put an end to a drama 


of callous social snobbery that had 
been played for the last three 
years.”—Calgary Herald. 


FAVOR PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 


The report on the question of radio 
broadcasting at Ottawa, indicates a 
form of public ownership, without 
any large outlay. 

A radio commission, 
five members, will be sugggested and 
vested with wide powers of control 
and also of operation. Such opera- 
tions as it may carry on will be fin- 
anced out of the license fees. There 
are some 700,000 licenses, the fee be- 
ing $2.00. 

Outside of this, no capital outlay 
for the present is provided for, and 
it will be for the commission to deal 
with the existing stations, and the 
questions of their being taken over 
for full or part time. 

The report is known to be satisfac- 
tory to public ownership advocates 
on the committee, considering the 
financial condition of the country. 
Moreover, it is likely to be the sub- 
ject of legislation before the season 
closes.

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ALBERTA APPROVES SCHEME 
SETTLING FAMILIES ON: LAND 


Plans for a proposed land settle- 
ment scheme, to absonb unemployed 
men with farm experience, are now 
under consideration by the Alberta 
government. A conference of minis- 
ters specially concerned in the ad- 
ministration of sich a scheme, with 
department officials, was held at the 
parliament buildings and further 
meetings will follow. 

This action results from advice re- 
ceived by Premier Brownlee in a 
communication from Hon. W. A. 
Gordon, federal minister of labor, to 
[the effect {that the dominion golv: 
ernment will be prepared to join in 
a plan to put suitable men on farms 
as a relief to the unemployment sit- 
uation. The co-operation of the pro- 
vince and municipalities will be es- 
sential to the scheme. 

Conditions upon which the do 
minion will enter into such an effort 
are set forth in the Ottawa Offer, 
with a draft agreement that will be 
signed by the three parties if finally 
accepted by all. 

The dominion will take a_ share 
of one-third, it is stated by Mr. 
Gordon on a maximum allowance of 
$600 per family, the other two-thirds 
to be borne by the province and the 
municipalities interested. 


Out of this allowance there is to 
be a maximum of $500 in the first 
year, holding back $100 for susten- 
ance purposes in the second year.

No part of the amount, 
vided, is to be spent 
for purchase of land. 

Another important condition, of 
the offer is that there must be in 
each province an advisory commit- 
tee, On which the soldiers’ settle- 
ment board and the’ colonization 
departments of the two railways are 
to be represented. The additional 
repesentation will be at the discre- 
tion of the province. When thus 
set up and at work, this committee 
will receive and deal with all ap- 
plication before being referred to 
Ottawa. 

Premier Brownlee says that the 
provincial government will agree to 
the settlement scheme as suggested 
and will co-operate in getting it 
under way. Plans. will be made as 
rapidly as possible, and as soon as 
the advisory committee is named 
the government will call a meeting 
with the larger municipalities to 
ascertain their attitude and the part 
they will take in the scheme. 

The personnel of the advisory 
committee is now being considered, 
and through its various departments 
the government is also securimg in- 
formation about lands available for 
settlement purposes. ; 

It will be obviously impossible, the 
premier points ont to get the com- 
mittee appointed and at work, suit- 
able lands located, and men selected 
from applications, in time for set- 
tlers to get a crop off the land this 
year. 

In this connection, he adds, con- 
siderable care will have to be exer- 
cised, for the reason that not every 
unemployed man. even with some 
farming experience, will make good 
on the land. It is likely that most 
of the lands available for the  pur- 
pose will be in areas requiring more 


or less clearing, and that too will 
put a crop this season out of the 
question. 


Prompt action will be taken, how- 
ever, in case a tri-party agreement is 
reached.

IN PUBLIC SCHOOL 


Ottawa, May 21.—Cadet training in 
schools was attacked in the house of 
commons yesterday as the thin edge 
of militarism. Especially in these 
days of distress and impoverished 
communities, it was impossible to 
justify an expenditure of $210,000 
when many schools were closed, Hon. 
D. M. Sutherland, minister of nation- 
al defence, was advised. 

Leading the attack on cadet train- 
ing was Miss Agnes McPhail, Can- 
ada’s caly woman member. Even if 
the country could afford the money, 
the work should not continue, she 
said. It was a “terrible waste of 
money,” and even from a_ military 
point of view, cadet training was a 
failure. “It doesn’t make soldiers.” 


NATURE’S OWN HUMIDIFIER 


A live tree is about one-half water 
yy weight. An acre of maple trees 
evaporates about 2700 galons of wat- 
er a day. Pines and spruces evaporate 
about a tenth as much. Such a con- 
stant discharge of water influences 
rainfall over the forest and areas ad- 
jacent thereto. The soil benesth a 
forest lets loose its moisture only a 
third as fast as soil in the open coun- 
try. Thus it comes that deforested 
land is a bad feeder of streams, giv- 
ing off its water content rapidly and 
dangerously, whereas the streams fed 
by adjacent forests maintain their

ONLY TEN FARMERS IN 
THIS PART OF ALBERTA 
PAY DOMINION TAX 


Only ten farmers in that part of 
the province north of Red Deer 
have paid Dominion income taxes 
for 1931, according to official fig- 
ures issued Monday by Inspector 
C. §S. Kilgour, according to an Ed- 
monton paper, their ttotal payment 
was $450.00. 

Last year 12 farmers reported 
themselves as being taxable and 
paid in $351. There are 279 farm- 
ers who claim to be non-assessable, 
compared with 286 the year pre- 
vious. 

An analysis of the returms from 
all sources from April 1 to May 
gives an estimated payment 
the year of $264,000 compared’ with 
$320,000 at t he same time last 
year. This is a decrease of $56,000 
on returns at the same date in the 
year previous.

This is the 
first attempt made in Canada to de- 
velop an intensive plant. . breeding 
program with “drought r&Bistance 18 
its primary objective. And yet the 
losses from drought in the prairie 
provinces have been very great. Dr. 
O. S. Aamodt, of the University of 
Alberta gave a report covering the 
University’s plans for overcoming 
the drought damage in wheat. In 
1928, the University received a num- 
ber of Russian wheat varieties which 
were developed for growing in areas 
with limited precipitation. A breed- 
ing program is being carried on in 
order to combine high quality with 
the drought resistance of these var- 
ieties,

MARKET REPORT 


The following is.a weekly report 
of the Edmonton Stock Yards, as sup- 
lied to The Times for the week end- 
ing May 24th: 

Receipts: Cattle, 445; Calves, 125; 
Hogs, 1687; Sheep, 366. 

The market today opened brisk, 
with buyers quite active and sales- 
men finding no difficulty in placing 
their offerings readily and to good 
advantage. Sales indicate that prices 
are fully steady to strong, and in 
spots about 25c higher, especially on 
fed calves, and the market generally 
is showing a firmer undertone. The 
following are the prices: 

The general run of good fed calves 
selling at $4.75 to $5.00; choice would 
bring a little more; medium kinds 
from $4.00 to $4.50. The general run 
of good butcher steers $4.50 to $4.75; 
mediums $4.00 to $4.25; common to 
fair $3.00 to $3.75, and as low as $2.50 
for undesirables. Good butcher heif- 
ers $4.25 to $4.50; mediums $3.75 to 
$4.00; good heavies $3.25 to S3.50; 
and common to fair $2.50 to $3.25. The 
general run cf good butcher cows 
$3.00 to $3.25; common to medium 
$2.00 to $2.75; canners and cutters 
$1.00 to $1.75; bulls $1.00 to $1.50, 
odd ones bringing a little more. 

The stocker market is inclined to 
be a slow affair, with trading on the 
draggy order due principally to the 
poor quality of the offerings. Prices 
remain about steady. The general 
run of stocker steers and heifers sell- 
ing at $3.00 to $3.50; and as low as 
$2.25 for undesirables. Stocker cows 
$2.25 to $2.75. 

There is a better tnoe noticeable on 
the calf market. The general run of 
good vealers selling at $4.50 to $5.00; 
mediums $3.7 
to fair from $2.50 to $3.50. 

No material change noticeable on 

the hog market. Very few hogs on 
offer today. <A few trucked in sold at 
$3.00 for the bacons. Selects bringing 
a premium of 50c per hundred and 
butchers discounted 50c per hundred.

The Doukhobors 


Doukhobors is a name given by the 
Russian Orthodox clergy to. a com- 
munity of noncomformist peasants. 
The word signifies ‘“spirit-fighters.” 
They gave up this name and now 
call themselves “Christians of the 
Universal Brotherhood.” 

They were first heard of in the 
middle of the eighteenth century. 
By the beginning of the nineteenth 
century their teaching had become 
clearly defined and their tumbers 
so increased that the Russian gov- 
ernment and church looked on them 


with disfavor and started a cam- 
paign against them. For their  be- 
liefs and practices the Doukhobors 
long endured persecution, ‘banfish- 


ment and exile. Under Nicholas _ I, 
in 1840 and 1850, the Doukhobors, 
who refused military service, were 
banished from the government of 
Taurus near Transcaucasia, near the 
Turkish frontier. In 1895, under 
Czar Nichcolas II, the Doukhobors 
suffered severe persecution, Cossack 
soldiers plundered and maltreated 
beth men and women in every way. 
Over 400 families living in the prov- 
ince of Tiflis were ruined and ban- 


ished. Thousands were exiled and 
over 100 died in two years from!

through Count Leo Tolstoy 
friends, and through them from the; 
“Socie.ry of Friends” in England. | 
Money was raised to relieve suffer-/ 
ing, public opinion was informed, | 
and the government appealed to. 
The  Doukhobors asked permission | 
to leave Russia. 

In 1898 this permission was grant- 
ed and there started a_ series of | 
migrations—the first to Cyprus in 
the summer of 1898. The following 
year, 1899, two parties, numbering | 
over 4000, arrived in Canada. About 
7500 Doukhobors immigrated to | 
Canada. They now number about 
10,000. The Canadian government 
assisted in their settlement and gave 
them land near Yorkton, Thunder 
Hill and Prince Albert. There are 
now colonies in South Alberta and 
British Columbia near Nelson. At 
Yorkton in 1907 the oDukhobors 
established one of the largest and j| 
best brick-making plants in Canada. 

In their history unity has _ not 
been easy and gmall bodies period- 
ically break from the main com- 
munity. The nudists in the sect are 
not the main body of Doukhobors, 
Peter Veregin was opposed to nude 
processions, amd those who have 
practiced them in recent years have 
been expelled from the parent »dr- 
ganization, it has been said. This 
group call themselves “The Sons of 
Freedom.” They break out every 
now and again and shock the Can- 
adian communities near them by 
these striking, protest exhibitions. 
They have a belief in their cult that 
there is nothing wnlovely about the 
human form, and _ that naked it 
typifies truth, pure and unsoiled. 
The exhibitions are made usually; 
in connection with the celebration | 
of the sacrament of bread == and 
water, With ritual and singing, and 
processions accompanying. 

The central belief in the Douk- 
hobor teaching is the belief that the 
spirit of God is present in the soul 
of man and directs him by its word 
within him. Their whole teaching 
is penetrated by the spirit of love 
and equality, every man being a 
bearer of the divine spirit. When 
living in harmony with the © stan- 
dard of their faith, they approach 
very closely to the realization of the 
Christian ideal. They ure © strict 
vegetarians, and eat no meat, shed- 
ding no blood. Their diet consists 
of nuts, herbs, fruit and vegetables, 
with milk and eggs. They even 
reject leather shoes because’ the 
skins of animals must go into their 
manufacture. They are teetotalers 
and they do not smoke tobacco. It 
is almost an unforgiveable sin for a 


Doukhobor man or woman to use 
profane language under any circum- 


stances.

THE EGYPTIAN OVEN AND 
THE MODERN INCUBATOR 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

A glance at’ the up-to-date ineu- 
bators now in general use would lead 
one to believe that this descendant is 
a long way removed from its ances- 
tor, the old Egyptian hatching oven 
that was in operation thousands of 
years before Christ and is still used 
n that Old Land. 

The ancient incubator is really a 
mud house in which everything is 
done from the inside, the eggs are 


| Placed in a separate room, the heat 


is applied from within, and the oper- 
ator does his work from the inside 
as well. The modern incubator has 
the heat automatically applied from 
without, and instead of a smudge 
burning for days to raise the temper- 
ature high enough so that the eggs 
may be put in, a button is pressed 
and electricity quickly heats the egg 
chamber to the desired temperature. 
The Egyptian, sweltering in a tem- 
perature of 1038, and crouched in a 
very wncomfortable position, turned 
the eggs by hand, one by one. The 
modern attendant touches a lever and 
the whole lot is turned in an instant. 
Nor has the attendant today to 
guess at the temperature of the egg 
chamber as was the case—and still is 
--in the old style; a thermometer in 
Blain view indicates the exact tem- 
perature and a thermostat keeps it 
at any given point by automatically 
turning the electricity off and on. In 
the old incubator humidity was intro- 
duced by means of moist straw or by 
sprinkling water on the floor tand 
walls. Humidity is modernized to the 
reservoit and the electric fan. ~ 
Yes, it’s a long way from the incu- 
bator of adobe, without light or ven- 
tilation, with heat supplied by smould- 
ering manure, where the almost nak- 
ed attendant, in a sweltering heat,

MISS McMAHAN ACQUITTED 
OF MANSLAUGHTER 


Edmonton, May 20. — Miss Bernita 
McMahan 21-year-old graduate nurse 
of this city, was acquitted by a jury 
in the criminal court on Friday eve- 
ning of manslaughter in connection 
with the death of Miss Faye Christen- 
sen, 21, of Edmonton, following a 
two-way auto crash on the Edmon- 
ton-Calgary highway, three miles 
north of Leduc, on Sunday, April 10 
last. 

The jury deliberated for 40 min- 
utes before returning to the court 
room with the verdict. Miss Mc- 
Mahan heard the pronouncement of 
her acquittal quietly, although as 
soon as friends could surround her 
she was grasped by the hand on all 
sides, 

In discharging Miss McMahan Mr. 
Justice Frank Ford, who presided at 
the trial, made no comment. 

The two young nurses who were 
with Miss McMahan at the time her 
hired coupe collided with the car in 
which Miss Christensen was being 
driven both testified. 

The first, Margaret Lindsay, told 
of the uneventful drive to Wetaski- 
win during their 10 to 3 o’clock leave 
on Sunday, April 10. 

“Miss McMahan drove at between 
30 and 35 miles an hour on the way 
down and the same speed on the way 
back, with reduced speed at curves 
and going through towns,” said Miss 
Lindsay. 

“We had lunch at a cafe and then 
saw Dr. Claxton for a few minutes, 
leaving at 1 o'clock by Mr. Claxton’s 
watch. We stopped at Leduc for two 
or three minutes for a soft drink, and 
then went on at the same speed as 
before.” 

Miss Lindsay gave unequivocal de- 
nial to the. suggestion that any of 
them had liquor in any form that day 
or had any in the car. 

She received three scalp wounds in 
the collision and explained her cry, 
“Mac, why were’nt you more care- 
ful?” as meaning that she feared her 
appearance would be ruined by the 
wounds. 

The other passenger, Josephine 
Creighton, who had been singing 
with Miss Lindsay on the way home, 
confirmed Tiss. Lindsay’s evidence, 
as did Dr. Claxton, who had received 
a long distance call that morning 
from Miss McMahan and haqd driven 
over to see them for a few minutes.

THE TOWEL 

The germs of disease must gain 
entrance into our bodies before they 
can cause harm, If we are to pro- 
tect ourselves against disease germs, 
we must take precautions to keep 
these our enemies, from penetrating 
beyond the outside of our bodies, 
where they are harmless. It is our 
own hands which frequently give 
germs their opportunity to gain en- 
trance into our bodies. In the ordin- 
ary course of our daily lives, our 
hands come into contact with many 
objects; we touch and handle many 
things which may have been soiled 
by the secretions of other persons. 
In shaking hands, substances which 
may be on the hand of one individual 
are transferred to the hand of an- 
other. 

It is obvious that we are very like- 
ly to have on the surface of our 
hands the germs of disease. As long 
as the germs remain there, they can 
do us no harm, but once they pass our 
lips, they are given the opportunity 
to cause trouble. 

If you will watch a number of peo- 
ple, you will see that most of them 
frequently put their hands to their 
faces. They touch their lips or their 
nostrils; some even put their fingers 


‘in their mouths. Food which is touch- 


ed when it is being prepared, or in 
eating, carries with it into the mouth 
whatever was deposited on it by the 
hands. 

To prevent the dangers arising out 
of such habits, we advise that no 
one touch food unless the’ hands 
have. been washed thoroughly and 
also that the hands be kept away 
from the face, unless the handker- 
chief is being used. 

Washing the hands properly means 
more than dipping them into water

When 
we say wash the hands, we mean a 
thorough washing with soap and wat- 
er and the use of ‘a nail brush until 
the skin is clean and the nails are 
clean.

If the towel is used 
by a second person, then this person, 
in wiping his hands, rubs onto them 
germs left on the towel by the first 
user, 

This may appear to some of our 
readers to be rather far-fetched, but 
we can assure them that there is no 
exaggeration because it does happen. 
Towels should be used on a personal 
basis, each person having and using 
only his own towel. By taking such 
simple precautions, we can help to 
protect ourselves against disease 
germs.

CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION - 


z IS FINALLY DISBANDED 


Acting upon the unanimous report 
of the committee which delved into 
the matter of the civil service com- 
mission, the House of Commons on 
Thursday last, after a prolonged 
debate, finally adopted the’ report 
which has the effect of disbanding 
the present civil service commis- 
sion. Just when they will actually 
quit is a matter of doubt, however, 
as some one has to carry on the 
work, until such time as a com- 
missioner is appointed, if, as many 
expect, the new civil service com- 
mission will be a one-man job. 

The report in addition removes 
fro mthe supervision of the . com- 
mission four thousand  postmasters 
throughout Canada. Already = six 
thousand were considered not to be 
under the commission, and in actual 
practice practically all postmasters 
with the exception of the staff of 
city offices have been outside the 
scope of the civil service. They 
have not benefitted by the opera 
tion of the civil servants retire- 
ment fund, and their appointment 
and discharge has always’ been 
more a matter of patronage,  faint- 
ly disguised, and forced through 
the commission, whether willingly 
or unwillingly. Of these latter, 
the removal is described as being 
those in offices having an annual 
revenue of $3,000 or less, though in 
actual practice this has ineluded 
practically all effices except those 
in cities. 

Another feature of the report 
means the abandonment of the _ sol- 
dier’s preference in the smaller 
offices. 

The section of the 
ing postmasters was 
suggestion of the post 
partment itself, which has found 
no end of difficulty with the dual 
arrangement of past years, where 
appointments were made by pat- 
ronage and merely justified with 
civil service regulations. 

During the course,of the debate 
severe criticism was offered by 
E. J. Garland, of Bow River, who 
offered an amendment to strike 
out the clause affecting postmast- 
ers, Several Liberal members 
voiced their protest over the clause 
and with the premier and the 
leader of the opposition both gave 
their followers a free hand in the 
voting, regardless of party lines. 
Following this’ the amendment was 
voted down, although a= majority 
of the Conservatives were on the 
opposing side and a

ment. Afterward the full report 
was accepted without division, and 
the old civil service commission, 


whose concepton in virtue has been 
followed by years of prostitution 
to political patronage, was _ finally 
placed on the’ skids for relegation 
to the limbo of abandoned  ambi- 
tions.

FIGURES OF WORLD 
UNEMPLOYMENT 


The International Labour office 
estimated at the end of last year 
that in the 25 countries for which 
estimates were available, there were 
from 20,000,000 to 25,000;000 unem- 
ployed. Recently the Independent 
Labour office has issued additional 
infcrmation, showing that a further 
increase of unemployment has been 
recorded by practically every coun- 
try since that date. 

The increase is particularly low 
in Great Britain, partly due to ad- 
ministrative changes in unemploy- 
ment insurance. In Germany, on the 
other hand the total now exceeds 
6,000.000, the percentage increase .in 
the last twelve months being con- 
siderable. 

France shows the highest percent- 
age increase of all countries, her 
total figure of wholly unemployed 
well exceed the million mark. The 
figure recorded for Italy now ex- 
ceeds 1,000,000 for the first time.

RECI-PIES 


(By Barbara B. Brooks) 

Of all desserts which is your favor- 
ite? Nine out of ten men say “PIE”. 
A good number of women would 
probably vote the same way if they 
weren’t counting calories and there- 
fore rather shy about admitting a 
preference in which they dare not 
indulge. 

Pie is always acceptable as a_ de- 
sert no matter what the season. We 
are sometimes reluctant about serv- 
ing it in warm weather because we 
dislike to heat _an oven. This is no 
longer an excuse for not having it 
because there are the uncooked var- 
ieties, the ones which require no heat. 


They are sometimes called refriger- 
ator pies. 
Refrigerator pies usually have 


crumb crusts.. Corn flake crumbs are 
excellent for this purpose. They have 
a good color and add a_ distinctive 
flavor. The crust may be made in 
two different ways. 

Corn Flake Pastry I. 

1 cup corn flake crumbs, 4 cup 
butter, 4 cup sugar. Cream butter 
and sugar and add crumbs, kneading 
thoroughly. Press into pie tins. 

Corn Flake Pastry II. 

1 cup corn flake crumbs, 4% cup 
sweetened condensed milk. Combine 
the ingredients thoroughly and press 
into pie tins.

FOUND DEAD IN RUINS | 


May 22.—Fire 
shrouded a 


Hughenden, 
cut in this town today, 
death in mystery, brought 
‘urns to two firefighters and caused 
damage of between $40,000 and $50,- 
000 when = six buildings on Main 
street were laid flat and two dwell- 
ing houses destroyed. 

The charred body of Elmer Swen- 
son, 14 years resident of the town 
and manager of the Whyte & Orr 
Hardware store, was discovered by 
searchers after flames early today 
wrecked part of the business section. 

A partly ‘burned rifle, with one 
shell discharged, was found beside 
the body. 

An investigation into Swenson’s 
death is under way. Dr. Murray, 
coroner of Sedgewick, and Constable 
Cotterill, Hardisty detachment of the 
Ryal Canadian Mounted Police, 
viewed the body and have started in- 
quiries, 

It was indicated Swenson went to 
the store around 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing. less than half an hour before 
the fire broke out in the Whyte & 
Orr store. 


While practically all of Hughen- 
den's population of 250, along with 
volunteers from nearby points, 


fought the blaze, a chemical engine 
brought from Czar exploded, causing 
serious injuries to D. Blockzin and 
Jimmy Blockzin, brothers, who came 


expected to recover. 

The firefighters succeeded in 
quelching the blaze after it had razed 
six buildings and two homes with a 
damage toll between $40,000 and 
$50,000. The homeless, including Mr. 
Swenson’s wife and mother, his only 
survivors, are being cared for by 
neighbors.
